St. Albert “People” report 
is now available 


All you could ever want to 
know about the population of 
St. Albert has been released 
this week in a population 
background paper prepared 
for St. Albert’s 1976 General 
Plan. 

And this won’t be the first 
such paper to be released by 
the town this summer. A 
whole sheaf of reports, all 
tying in with the General 
Plan are being prepared by 
St. Albert’s Planning De- 
partment. 

The reports cover popula- 
tion, housing, employment, 
community facilities, rec- 


reation and open space, 
transportation and _ utilities 
and ‘‘growth restraints.”’ 


“‘They will all be com- 


pleted by August,’’ says 
Planner Eric Conley, and will 
be made available to the 
public in the library. Copies 
will also be handed out to 
council members and the 
Municipal Planning Comm- 
ission. 

The $3,000 population 
background paper is the first 
report out and recommends a 
10 percent growth rate for St. 
Albert in terms of fiscal 
constraints and services. The 


town hired the University of 
Alberta to do the report. 

(The current population of 
St. Albert confirmed Friday 
by the town is 23,549 and this 
figure will be submitted to 
the Provincial Government). 

Mr. Conley says if the 
recommended growth rate is 
exceeded by a large degree 
‘twe could be in certain 
difficulty in servicing re- 
quirements particularly till 
we get a new supply of 
water.”

Council sets guidelines - 
twelve casinos per year 


Mayor Plain reported to 
the July Sth meeting of town 
council on discussions with 
the Attorney General’s office 
regarding regulations avail- 
able to a community on the 
operation of casinos. 

It was pointed out, said the 
mayor, that if a community 
did set guidelines for casin- 
os, the Attorney General 
would be most pleased to co- 
operate. After meeting with 
major organizations in St. 
Albert it was felt that 12 
casinos per year, or one per 
month would be appropriate, 
said Mayor Plain. 

In the city, he added, the 
Edmonton council did not get 
a concensus and the Attorney 
General set a figure of two 
per week. The town could 
conceivably run into a large 
scale legalized gambling op- 
eration, said the mayor, 
given our promixity to the 
city. He also enquired about 
Sunday, and the clubs felt 
that from 12 noon on would 
not interfere with church 
services. A casino operation 
would lend itself to Friday, 
Saturday and Sunday rather 
than Thursday through Sun- 
day, it was felt. 

The mayor asked if council 
should convey their position 
to the Attorney General’s 
office on an arinual basis. 

‘*‘We have had a letter 
from one club,’’ said Coun. 


Breadner, and we should not 
decide now, but the concen- 
sus of the meeting with 
major clubs should be 
conveyed to all the clubs, to 
see if they agree with the 
intent of council’s positions 
on this matter. 

‘‘The exact days in the 
year are not established,’’ 
said the mayor, and if we got 
beyond 12 casinos we could 
look at it again. People 
outside want to run them in 
St. Albert because they can 
draw the city market. Unless 
we write to all the clubs ...? 

Councillor Breadner said 


that was his idea - and also re 
their position on Sunday. 
Coun. Lukay said he had no 
objection to verifying if clubs 
are satisfied, and asked what 
clubs are interested. Five or 
six, said Mayor Plain. We 
can establish a broad work- 
ing position and the clubs 
would get together through 
Interclub Council on dates. 

Councillor Lukay’s motion 
to establish guidelines with a 
maximum of 12 casinos per 
year for this year was carried 
4-1 with Coun. Breadner 
opposed.

recent survey, 61 percent of 
the households sampled felt 
that St. Albert was now the 
“‘right’’ size and 22 percent 
thought it was already too 
big. Only 3.5 percent thought 
that the town was too small. 

For the purpose of esti- 
mating future residential 
land demands in relation to 
projected population growth, 
the report uses figures 
relating to the Grandin Park 
neighbourhood as a model. 

The report highlights sev- 
eral alternative locations for 
future residential expansion 
in St. Albert; these are in the 
south east sector where the 
land is located north east of 
the Braeside and Forest 
Lawn neighbourhoods. 

Then there is the south 
west sector which contains 
about 200 acres of land and 
which has been the subject of 
a multiple land use study by 
the St. Albert Planning De- 
partment. Even though the 
residential development of 
this sector is about complete, 
the report says, it remains a 
viable location for future 
residential development. 


NORTH WEST SECTOR 


The population of this 
sector in 1975 was 4,600. The 
report estimates that the 
population of this area could 
double before boundary ex- 
tension would be required to 
accommodate future devel- 
opment. This extension 
would require the annexation 
of adjacent MD of Sturgeon 
lands. 

The report points put that 
the north east sector of St. 
Albert is small by compari- 
son with others and in 1975 
there were only 36 people 
living in the area. 

Large scale annexation 
and deeper analysis of this 
area will be required before 
this sector can be developed 
for future residential use, the

ANTICIPATED SCHOOL 
ENROLLMENT INCREASES 


Demands for senior high 
school facilities, in terms of 
enrollment, the report says, 
will exceed the demand for 
junior high facilities, ‘‘pro- 
bably for the first time in the 
history of the community.’’ 

Based on the 1975 enroll- 
ment distribution of senior 
high school students be- 
tween School Districts 3 and 
6 (40 percent Public, 60 
percent Separate, Non-Cath- 
olic), by 1980, St. Albert can 
look to have 1,225 pupils in 
the senior high separate 
system. 

With regard to the public 
school system, again by 
1980, the report says there 
will be 815 senior high school 
students enrolled in that 
school system assuming the 
1975 distribution of senior 
high school students be- 
tween the two school systems 
is maintained. 


JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 
NEEDS 


On junior high school 
needs, the report points out 
that short term demands can 
be met for both school 
systems, ‘‘but that beyond 
1980, new facilities will be 
required both by the Public 
and Separate School 
Boards.”’ 

Total junior high school 
enrollment based on the 
1980 projection will be 1,805 
students as opposed to 1,749 
students as at August 1975. 

At present 68.5 percent of 
students are within the Sep- 
arate system and 31 percent 
in the public system. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 
NEEDS 


The report says the future 
provision of elementary sch- 
ools will be directly related in 
size, number and location to 
future residential growth oc- 
curring within the commun- 
ity. 

The report adds future 
provision of this kind of 
facility should be considered 
in the context of residential

jection.”’ 

The combined elementary 
school enrollment for the 
Public and Separate school 
system in St. Albert (last 
year) was 3,418 students, 
with 1,918 in the separate 
system and 1,500 in the 
public system. 

By 1980 it is forecast that 
the total elementary popu- 
lation will be about 4,100 
students, with 2,300 in the 
separate system and 1,800 in 
the public. 

‘Location as well as quan- 
tity is an extremely im- 
portant consideration, per- 


haps more so than in the case 
of junior high and senior high 
schools,’’ the report states. 


SENIOR CITIZENS 


The number of senior citi- 
zens in St. Albert doubled 
between 1961 and 1975, the 
report says. And by 1980 this 
population could have reach- 
ed 719, a 67 percent increase 
over the 1975 population. 

By the year 2,000 seniors 
may well be in the region of 
4,000 or more, and this will 
represent five percent of the 
town’s total population at 
that time. At present only the 
Youville Home caters spe- 
cifically for seniors and the 
report highlights the need for

FORCE GROWTH 


If the recommended pop. 
ulation growth trends are 
maintained, the report shows 
that by 2,000 St. Albert’s 
labour force will have grown 
from its 1975 level of 13,000 
to 58,000. 

In the short term, 1975.80 
the report anticipates the 
town’s theoretical labour 
force will increase to 22,000, 
**resulting in an employed 
labour force of 15,000.”

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WEATHER PROPHECY 


The Gazette is going to stick its neck out. We are going to 
have an early winter this year. 


Following one Gazette reporter’s return flight back to St. 
Albert over the polar route this month from Britain, a 
number of observations on the climate this summer in the 
northern hemisphere indicate an earlier than usual return of 
winter. 


First of all, because the worst drought recorded in Britain 
and Europe for over 200 years, the hay crop is already off 
the land. The prolonged hot spell means that the season is 
already two to three months ahead of itself; and an early fall 
looks certain. 


Also we are now well past June 21, when the sun was at its 
highest point in the sky; now that fiery orb is beginning its 
descent south, taking the warmer weather with it. 


But most significant is the incidence and southerly latitude 
of the ice and snow still to be seen as one flies back to 
Canada via Iceland, Greenland, Baffin Island and the 
eastern North West Territories north of the 60th parallel. 


There is just one heck of a lot of the white stuff te be seen, 
mainly on north facing slopes as the ice caps are left behind. 
And even in Northwest Iceland, usually covered in cloud 
most of the time, there was an unusual amount of snow, 
with a liberal sprinkling of fresh white stuff in evidence on 
the smaller icelandic remnant of the ice-cap. 


Se no doubt the frigid north winds busily building 


As earlier predicted, that push south will come sooner than 
usual. 


The Gazette weather prophet may be proved wrong; and 
hopefully will be. Whatever the outcome, if the prophecy is 
proved right this year, refer back to this column and admit 
that it'll be a case of ‘Told you so.”’

Taxation is the price of 
government services and 
unless the price of them is 
controlled at least within 
the same limits as wages 
and salaries and profits, 
then everyone’s disposable 
income is reduced. 


Municipal property tax, 
sales taxes, gasoline taxes, 
customs and excise duties, 
income taxes — unless 
these are used to provide 
additional services, their 
imposition reduces our 
ability to buy other goods 
and services. If business 
profits are held back while 
income taxes on existing 
‘profit levels are increased,

What Caught Our Eye

CONSIDER A WEATHER WAR 


The prospects of controlling the luxuriant growth of world 
armaments have never looked gloomier. 


Seen from the International Peace Research Institute’s 
neutral perch in Stockholm, the picture includes the spread 
of nuclear technology - and hence, in time, nuclear bombs - 
that can no longer be stopped, a flourishing trade in arms 
with the “Third World,’’ and failure to consolidate arms 
control measures like SALT during the past year. 


But the Stockholm Institute’s survey of 1975 does draw 
attention to one area of arms control where there is still 
time. Environmental warfare - which could mean anything 
from destroying an enemy’s crops to upsetting the electrical 
activity of his brain by low frequency radiation - has its own 
horrors, but thankfully it is still largely theoretical. 


The Russians and the Americans have already discussed a 
draft convention to control this type of warfare that is far 
from watertight, but the institute’s latest yearbook suggests 
that a ban is well worth attempting. 


It gives a warning that ways of changing the weather or 
climate, which used to be studies for peaceful purposes, are 
now being studies as weapons of war: 


“The prospect of gross interference with the weather or 
climate for military purposes is so disturbing to most people 
that there would be massive support for a ban on geo- 
physical weapons - even more so because, unless banned, 
these weapons will almost certainly be developed,”’ it 
writes. 


“But certain existing military tactics are so damaging to the 
environment, and the consequences of their use so out of 
proportion to any conceivable military need, that their 
prohibition is much more urgent. Heading the list, as shown 
by recent warfare, are the use of herbicides and strategic 
bombing.”’ 


The benefits of being able to damp down hurricanes or 
divert them out to sea are obvious enough to a country like 
the United States, whose coastline is regularly hit by them. 
But a storm which merely changes direction may devastate 
someone else. 


If successful techniques are developed for modifying the 
climate, directing the ocean currents, precipitating 
earthquakes and so on, the innocent reasoning which 
prompted the original research could acquire sinister 
overtones. Countries afflicted by drought, floods, or 
avalanches might suspect their neighbors. 


The connection sounds less fanciful when one hears 
scientists discussing the possibility of using a nuclear 
explosion to blast a ‘‘hole’’ in the protective ozone layer 
above an enemy’s territory, so as to subject him to the 
intense ultra-violet radiation that inhibits plant growth and 
causes skin cancer. 


Still more exotic is the possibility of using what is known as 
“‘the ionosphere-earth wave guide’’ to propagate very 
low-frequency radiation so as to upset the electrical activity 
of the human braii. 


The Stockholm yearbook admits that this is a highly 
speculative field, but claims that ‘‘it may become 
hypothetically possible to impair the performance of a large 
group of people in selected regions."’ 


Nothing, it seems, is going to stop the research. But a 
convention which established some kind of definition for 
environmental warfare, and then banned it, would be worth 
having.

Decisions made 
on town developments 


The St. Albert Municipal 
Planning Commission gave a 
decision in favour of a 12 unit 
apartment block being de- 
yeloped in Mission Park at its 
regular meeting Tuesday af- 
ternoon, July 27. 

The site for the devel- 
opment is described as Lot B 
Block 14, Plan 482 TR. 

Miller and Narang devel- 
opers have acceded to a few 
minor changes in the overall 
plan such as providing a spot 
for garbage and altering 
fencing requirements. The 
developer had hoped five 
foot fences would have to be 
erected for privacy but this 
would contravene a three 
foot regulation by the town. 

Mr. Miller, at the hearing 
said the idea of the devel- 
opment was for first time 
homeowners and the price 
range of the units would be 
$45,000 - $50,000. 

The MPC approved the 
development subject to sey- 
eral technical conditions. 

Also at the MPC meeting 
the Commission carried a 
deferral motion on a design 
brief from Fernwood Con- 
struction for an apartment 
development on three lots at 
Grandin Road opposite Gor- 
don Crescent. 

The MPC recommended 


that the deferral be in effect 
till the Ball Estate design 
brief is completed. 

If the development sees 
the light of day it will be in 
three separate buildings of 
24 residential units each. 

And, subject to certain 
conditions, the MPC appro- 
ved V. Realty Development’s 
Ltd. proposal to develop five 
single family lots fronting on 
Sunset Boulevard and Sey- 
mour Crescent. One of the 
main conditions is that a gas 
line is realigned and also that 
the lot sizes might have to be 
redesigned. The houses in 
the development will be in 
the $90,000 bracket and are 
classified as 12-1400 square 
foot bungalows. 

The Fernwood Construc- 
tion decision by the MPC as 
well as the V. Realty decision 
will come to council at its 
regular meeting for recomm- 
endation.

Teen news and views 


making this Teen Recreation 
Centre the type of at- 
mosphere that will make it 
work? 

A very ‘‘unpopular’’ form 
of teen centre that operated 
in the late sixties and early 
seventies was called the 
‘‘drop-in.’’ It was essentially 
a room where teens came to 
sit around and talk and have 
coffee and relax with their 
peers, a good idea, but it 
didn’t work. A major part of 
a teens socializing pattern is 
doing things. Drop-in centres 
did not provide this element 
so the teens were sitting 
ducks for pushers and/or 
bootleggers who would move 
in and provide for some 
excitement in a particularly 
dull environment. 

The drop-in centre also 
tended to be extremely 
clicky with one group of kids 
taking it over and allowing 
only their group of friends in. 
How can this be avoided and 
yet have the centre main- 
tained as a comfortable 
atmosphere to meet in? 

My major concern is that 
the centre be a teen ‘‘re- 
creation’’ centre. With space 
in the centre to accommodate 
pool tables, shuffleboards, 


ping pong tables and a juke

box. This should provide 
abundant activities for a 
centre with emphasis on 
participation. With the open 
fields in the area and a pool 
on its way the entire area 
should meet almost every- 
one’s tastes. The three teen 
clubs, who are doing a lot of 
work towards finishing the 
centre, will continue to 
operate out of the clubhouses 
and in this way no one teen 
group can claim it as theirs 
and many activities can then 
be decentralized. 

How do some of the teens 
feel about the recreation 
centre and what are some of 
the problems they envision? 
Kim Smith, president of St. 
Albert Youth, feels that the 
vandalism that many people 
are anticipating will be 
minimal because ‘‘the teens 
of St. Albert are doing it for 
themselves and they realize 
that if they vandalize the 
centre to any great extent it 
will be taken away. Then 
we'll be back where we 
started.’’-Chris Perrault and 
Wendy Wandler have similar 
feelings about the problems 
of some kids trying to bring 
alcohol and drugs into the 
centre. ‘‘Sure we’re going to

STILL FISHING 
STILL WORKS 


Fishermen are loath to ad- 
mit defeat, especially when 
their “ol’ meat gitter” lure 
doesn’t produce the lunker fish 
they’ve been seeking. In a fren- 
zy, they'll switch from one plas- 
tic imitation bait to the next, 
hoping each will be the magic 


ne. 

When this happens, the bet- 
ter angler is the one who is 
versatile enough to switch meth- 
ods. Quite often he becomes a 
still fisherman, using natural 
bait instead of unproductive ar- 
tificial lures, and fishing in one 
location rather than moving 
about on the lake. 

Some anglers think still fish- 
ing smacks of inexperience. Not 
so, say the fishing experts at 
Mercury outboards, who sug- 
gest that it requires considerable 
knowledge of fish habits to be 
successful. Following are some 
tips to aid your luck when it’s 
time to drop anchor and try 
still fishing. 

Minnows and worms are 
favorite baits, Both will attract 
black bass, walleye, pike and 
catfish. Worms are especially 
good for catfish and sunfish. In 
some northern states, leeches 
are coming into use as a still 
fishing bait for walleye. 

Since a_ still fisherman 
doesn’t work a lot of water, as 
when trolling or casting, loca- 
tion is extremely important. A 
few feet one way or another can 
make a difference. Look for un- 
derwater cover and structure in 
places where you've caught fish 
previously. Chances are fish will 
be there now, only they are less 
willing to strike artificial lures. 

The time of day influences 
choice of fishing location, espe- 
cially during hot weather. Earl 
morning or in the evening, fi 
over cover in shallow water. 
Fish will be moving toward 
shore to feed at these times. | 

At night fish off land points 
and where streams enter a lake. 
Also look for cover located be- 
tween the deep water and the 
shallow feeding areas.

Spotlight on Sturgeon 


Fort escapes 
highlight risks 
of “security” 
facilities 


This last weekend’s big escape from the Fort Saskatchewan 
Correctional Institute - without beimg facetious - it seems 
there is one every month - gives much food for thought. 


In its wisdom, and because of the need for more institutions 
to house the more wayward members of society, the Federal 
Government has given its approval for 2 maximum security 
gaol to be located in the MD of Sturgeon on what is known 


as the Sharpe farm site. This lies about 10 and a half miles 
north east of Edmonton. 


With an escape happy institution close enough to the MD of 
Sturgeon, it is hoped that when the meximum security 
institution comes here, it will live up to the name of 
maximum security. 


The mind boggles at the prospects if there are ever mass 
escapes from both Fort Saskatchewan and the proposed 
development in the MD simultaneously, or one after the 
other. 


According to a spokesman for the MD of Sturgeon, there are 
no signs yet of any earth moving om the Sharpe farm site, 
but there is no doubt that the Solicitor General has given 
approval for a 192 inmate facility im the MD of Sturgeon. 
There will be tight security at the facility with 132 staff 
slated to look after the inmates, almost one per man. 


After the maximum security facility is built, there will be no 
more construction of further facilities for a good many years. 
But the Federal Government do have plans for a second 
stage minimum security gaol at the Sturgeon site, even if 
this one never gets off the ground. It will be complemented 
with a college for inmates and a rifle range. 


By all accounts this weekend’s escapes from Fort 
wan seem to have caused trouble to the public 
with a car reported stolen as some of the men made their get 


away. 


This exemplifies the risks of “‘security” institutions on the 
door step. With this kind of trouble already in evidence, it 
makes one question the wisdom of the Federal Government 
in choosing the Sharpe farm site for yet another of these 
facilities 
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Sturgeon 
crops 
need rain 


Although the overall qual- 
ity of crops in the MD of 
Sturgeon is good so far this 
season, there is a need for a 
good helping of rain in the 
next 10 days. 

District Agriculturist Wal- 
ly Klatt said Monday it’s 
amazing how crops are 
standing with only three and 
a halfinches of rain so far. 
“*If it rains this week it’ll be 
OK,” he said. 

The southern and western 
portions of the MD of 
Sturgeon are the worst hit 
with the drier weather and 
will benefit most if the rain 
comes. 

The barley crop in par- 
ticular will benefit most with 
moister conditions, Mr. Klatt 
says. He also says that a lot 
of the hay crop is off in 
Sturgeon right now; it’s 70 
percent completed. 

This year about SO percent 
of the total acreage in 
Sturgeon is taken up with 
barley, wheat accounts for 20 
percent, oats and rape 15 and 
10 percent.

Round bales create safety hazard 


Users of big round hay 
bales have come into the 
accident picture of late. The 
Alberta Safety Council has 
been receiving reports of 
deaths and serious injuries, 
most of which occur when 
handling these giant bun- 
dies. 

The three main hazards 
are: tipping the tractor; the 
bale rolling off the raised 
front loader and back onto 
the operator; the bale rolling 


downhill. 

Here are precautions to 
pass along to farmers and 
ranchers in your area: 

Operate the baling equip- 
ment as directed in the 
instruction manual; if possi- 
ble, use a rear mounted 
carrier; if a front-mounted 
bucket or fork is used, carry 
the bale low and keep the 
speed slow. Add ample rear 
ballasts to offset the heavy 
front load to maintain bal- 


ance. If the tractor is a 
low-profile model and the 
bale obscures view, we still 
say carry low and go slow, or 
drive in reverse -- a heavy 
bale lifted high can tip the 
tractor especially on slopes, 
in turns on rough ground; 

Drop bales where they 
can’t roll. 

Make this hay harvest a 
safe one for the agricultural 
producers in your area.
